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Shall We Continue to Block Austria’s Recovery? 


P  abeimne ag was called in the BULLETIN of December 23rd to the failure of our government to co- 

operate with other creditors of Austria in a general agreement to defer claims against that bank- 
rupt state for a period of twenty years in order that an effective program of economic rehabilitation 
might be achieved. At the Association’s luncheon on December 17th Mr. Edward A. Filene of Boston 
emphasized the necessity for immediate action by our government and the extreme desirability of 
organizations such as ours urging their members to continue to bring pressure to bear on Washington 
until our government takes positive action. Mr. Filene has suggested that individuals and groups 
send to their Senators and Representatives and to President Harding and Secretary of State Hughes’ 
resolutions and appeals such as the following which succintly summarizes the situation: 


WHEREAS, the general social and economic situation in Austria is daily becoming worse 
and great numbers of its inhabitants are, as a consequence, suffering from insufhcient 
food, lack of proper clothing, and from a great increase of disease on account of these 
privations, and 


WHEREAS, it is impossible that world-wide economic conditions can regain their nor- 
mal activity when a member of the world body politic is racked by starvation and under 
the yoke of impossible debts, and 


WHEREAS, the nations of the world, deeply stirred by this racking of an entire nation, 


have made plans which, if carried out, will bring immediate and lasting help to Austria, 
and 


WHEREAS, the success of this plan depends on the deferring of Austria’s debts for 
twenty years, and 


WHEREAS, this deferment of debt has been agreed to by the nations interested, with the 
exception of the United States, and 


WHEREAS, in any event, Austria is not able to pay the debt she owes to the United 
States, a debt contracted through the purchase of food for her starving population, and 


WHEREAS, relief from the imminent moral and physical breakdown in Austria depends 
on what action the United States Government will take, therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED, that we hereby petition our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress to take immediate action in this matter, so that relief shall come to Austria in time 
to prevent needless and increased suffering and death. 


In the welter of troubles and disorganization throughout the world there are many difficulties 
in the righting of which our government, or we as a people, can play only a minor and unimportant 
role. But here in the case of Austria we can be decisive. We alone forestall effective action. Our 
government should be made to understand that there is an overwhelming demand throughout the 
country that this policy of obstruction be replaced by one of helpful cooperation 


Chita—Paris—Tokio—Washington 


'I‘HE conflict of interest between the great powers in eastern Russia was spectacularly injected into 

the foreground of the Washington Conference by the publication by the representatives of the 
Chita or Far-Eastern Republic, of alleged diplomatic correspondence between France and Japan, rela- 
tive to the disposition of Russia east of Lake Baikal. The authenticity of these documents, which pur- 
port to show a definite understanding between the two powers for the political and economic control 
of this vast region, has been categorically denied by both French and Japanese representatives. 
Obviously our government has had no recourse save to accept these denials at their face value. How- 
ever, it is equally obvious that a mere denial of the accuracy of these papers in no wise relieves the 
powers concerned from the responsibility of proving that the substance of the charges is unfounded. 
Circumstantial evidence has long indicated the close relationship between Japanese influence and the 
various military chieftains who were over-running Eastern Siberia. Similarly, France has seemed to 
be only too willing to consider cooperation with Japan in the way suggested in the alleged agree- 
ments. Certainly the time has come for a frank and public discussion at an inclusive world confer- 
ence of the status not merely of the Chita Republic but also of Russia as a whole. Many indications 
during the last few weeks have come from Washington that the Administration might consider the 
adoption of a new attitude towards Russia which might involve not only some definite trade arrange- 
ments, but even a measure of political recognition. The sooner the moderation of extreme dogmatisms 
both here and in Moscow make possible this inevitable readjustment, the better not merely for Russia 
ind the United States, but for the entire world. 
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
